The Elba City Council met 
last Tuesday evening, May 29, 
in a meeting postponed from the 
regular Monday schedule due to 
the Memorial Day holiday. 

The only item of business 
considered was the motion 
tabled at the previous meeting 
dealing with a proposed $1.50 
an hour pay raise for police offi- 
cers. 

The proposal died with a 
unanimous vote of the city 
council; Council members gave 
little official reason for the 
action during the meeting.

Three Enterprise men arrested after 
burglary in Damascus community 


Three men found themselves 
behind bars early this week fol- 
lowing a reported burglary in 
the Damascus community of 
Coffee County. 

According to information 
released by Sheriff Dave Sutton, 
a burglary was _ reported 
Monday, June 4, at approxi- 
mately 9 a.m. on Alabama 
Highway 87 in the Damascus 
community south of Elba. 

When officers arrived on 
scene, Sheriff Sutton said an 
alert citizen reported to officers 
that a small white vehicle had 
been riding around in the area of 
the burglary. According to the 
sheriff, a deputy had encoun- 
tered a vehicle of the same 
description earlier that morning 
at a road block on Alabama 
Highway 134. 

A B.O.L.O was put out to all 


units, and within a few minutes, 
Sutton said another deputy spot- 
ted the vehicle leaving a drive- 
way on County Rd. 514, the 
same area where the burglary 
had occurred. The vehicle was 
pulled over by officers, and it 
was later determined the sub- 
jects in the vehicle were 
involved in four burglaries. 

Arrested and charged with 
possession of marijuana, posses- 
sion of drug paraphernalia and 
four counts each of burglary 
third degree were Douglas 
Mitchell Gatlin, age 18; Joe Ben 
Thomas, age 18; and Stephen 
Daniel Ramsey, age 18. All 
three subjects are from 
Enterprise, 

Sheriff Sutton said all mer- 
chandise taken in the burglaries 
has been returned to the owners 
of the property.

On January. 3, 1979, Billy Joe 
Magwood was released from the 
Coffee County Jail where he 
had been serving a sentence for 
drug possession. While in the 
Coffee County Jail, Magwood 
vowed to get even with Sheriff 
Neil Grantham, During the early 
morning hours of March 1, 
1979, Magwood waited outside 
the jail until Sheriff Grantham 
arrived at work.

On two occasions, however, 
federal courts have overturned 
Magwood's death sentence - the 
last time on April 19th of this 
year.

Commissioner Ron Sparks 
held a press conference today to 
reveal the results of tests con- 
ducted on samples of imported 
fish from Malaysia, Indonesia, 
China, Thailand, and Vietnam. 
The samples were obtained from 
nine different food storage ware- 
houses between February 13, 
2007 and March 29, 2007. The 
two types of fish that were test- 
ed include catfish from China 


from Indonesia, _ Thailand, 
Vietnam, and Malaysia. *Based 
on the results of analysis from 
thirty-three fish samples, Sparks 
has issued an automatic Stop 
Sale order for all catfish from 
China. Additional testing will 
be required for the farm raised 
basa type fish products from 
Thailand, Vietnam, and 
Malaysia. . 

Twenty samples of catfish 
from China were collected for 
analysis. Of those twenty, four- 
teen tested positive for fluoro- 
quinolones, an antibiotic banned 
for use in the United States by 
the FDA. The samples found in 
violation represent approximate- 
ly. 214,260 pounds of catfish and 
there are approximately 300,000 
additional pounds of product 
suspended pending analysis. 

Thirteen samples of basa type 
fish products from Indonesia, 
Thailand, Vietnam, and 
Malaysia were tested. Five of 
these samples tested positive for 
fluoroquinolones. The five sam- 
ples that tested positive were 
from Thailand, Vietnam, and 
Malaysia. 

All samples tested negative 
for malachite green.
